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Hirosi Ito* : A view on the Coriaria- pattern of distribution 
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Summary 

F. Maekawa expressed an opinion on this journal (1960) that the distribu¬ 
tional areas of the genus Coriaria join one of the great circles of the globe 
(1-9 and P in Fig. 1), and it fits in with the palaeo-equator. I think this 
coincidence was caused by the free divergence of plants liberated from con¬ 
finement after the end of the Ice Age. The dotted areas point out the broadleaved 
forests at the last stage of the Age. 
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
